Importance of Fertilising.
It is almost as important to fertilize

thoroughly after the crops begiu to
bear, as au average orop of prunes takes
out of the soil about six pounds of
potash, nearly four pounds of phos-
phoric acid and about one-ha- lf pound
of nitrogen, or nearly four per cent of
the entire crop. One-ha- lf of this is
potash, which must be returned through
the medium of commercial fertilizers
rather than by manure, or you cannot
raise big prunes.
